LONDON, Thursday. — The fight inside the Wafd on whe- 
ther or not to protect Farouk further is the real cause of 
the present Egyptian crisis, according to an Arab official 
who arrived here from Cairo this week.

But we have been reduced to 
a Coalition Government, which 
may become the pattern for 
the future and make our Cab- 
inets as transient as those of 
France. England, unlike France 
or Israel, is saved from such 
a situation by the two-party 
system and the absence of 
proportional representation. 

Yet we are not strong enough 
to afford the luxury of hav- 
ing the Knesset assume the 
role of an arena for political 
parties. The British practice 
in the House of Commons is, 
indeed, far superior to that in 
vogue in Continental Europe, 
as the British Prime Minister 
(through the King) may dis- 
solve the House and call for 
a new election at any time 
when party strife demands it; 
but that is a major operation, 
for to face the Government 
with an election campaign in 
the ‘midst, it may very weil be, 
of an engrossing problem of 
foreign aggression is some- 
thing to approach with fear 
and trembling. 

Six Year Office 

On the contrary. We might 
also profit from the system 
established for the election of 
members in the United States 
Senate, where one-third of the 
membership is chosen, at a 
stated time, every second year, 
each Senator holding office 
for six years.

affairs, for the United 
States Senate, in addition to 
its duties in law making and 
the confirmation of president- 
ial appointments, is also the 
organ with whose “advice and 
consent” the President con- 
cludes treaties with foreign 
nations. 

This very principle might be 
used as the mainstay of our 
political equilibrium. The 
Knesset might very well de- 
cide to hold an early election 
for one-third of its member- 
ship — to be determined either 
by lot, as to which 40 mem- 
bers are to retire, or better 
still in rough proportion to 
the party representation — 
and two years from now to 
select a second 40 members 
who are to give place to new 
members, all of whom are 
to hold office for a period of 
six years thereafter. This 
would constitute a continuous 
body of the Knesset, offering 
added responsibility to § its 
membership, which always 
comes from security of tenure. 
On the other hand, every two 
years there would be a na- 
tional plebiscite, when the 
public reaction to the policies 
would be registered by the 
election of one-third of the 
total legislative body, thereby 
offering a true picture to the 
Cabinet of what the people 
really want. 


Avoiding Snap Votes 

The first function of the 
Knesset after each biennal 
election would be the selec- 
tion of the Prime Minister by 
majority vote, who would 
hold office for a definite 
period of two years, at which 
time he would announce all 
the Cabinet Posts. This would 
end, once and for all, party 
manoeuvres of snap votes of 
confidence, which have made 
the French Cabinet system 50 
unstable. The Knesset should, 
of course, reserve its plenary 
power of removal by a two- 
thirds vote, of the Prime Min- 
ister or any Cabinet Officer, 
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day, 
by ever-changing rules from 
each Ministry which tends to 
put our economy into a 
strait jacket. Let the Knes- 
set enact specific laws, and 
restrict the activities of Gov- 
ernment officials and cierks 
to the important task of car- 
rying into effect the laws that 
have been promulgated. 


The threat of removal of 
a Prime Minister or any 
Cabinet Officer would occur 
normally only in the event 
of the infraction of the rules 
and regulations of the Knes- 
set, which would command 4 
two-thirds vote of disapproval. 
This, indeed, would be a 
measure that would give us 
stability, continuity and pro- 
gress — at least during the 
two years between the Knes- 
set election dates — which 
might very well be fixed as 
the last Saturday night in 
November (and the following 
Sunday), in commemoration 
of the vote in the United Na- 
tions Assembly on November 
29. 1947, which first gave 
Israel a Status among the 
Nations of the worlcs
